Being a consistent advocate 
of excluding chemical weapons 
from the arsenals of stales, Iha 
USSR haa Introduced concrete 
suggestions. It would be useful 
to take parallel aleps towards 
tha same atm, within IhB limits 
of the European continent. The 
Warsaw Treaty countries sug- 
gest freeing Europe completely 
from chemical weapons. 

Tho realities of the present 
international situation, stressed

Andrei Gromyko hss analyzed

among other things that friend- 
ly relations Ho the USSR to 
such a large country as India, 
whose cooperation with It being 
beneficial Tor the stability in 
Asia, and for world peace. Doth 
parties treasure this. 

Androl Gromyko also em- 
phasized that the Soviet Union 
sees as Us internationalist duty 
Ha support for the liberation 
movements of the Aslan, Afri- 
can, and Latin American peo- 
ples, and the struggle for 
stronger independence and 
sovereignly of the countries In 
these regions of the world.

DOLLARS FOR 
THE PERSHINGS 

Washington. Under strong 
pressure from the White House, 
the House of Representatives of 
the US Congress has voted In 
favour of allocating 432.B mil- 
lion dollars to the Pentagon at 
part of tho 1084 military budget 
for the production of the Per- 
shlng-2 missiles. The United 
Slates plans to start tho deploy- 
ment of this type of missile In 
Western Europe next December. 

Congressman Ronald Dellunu, 
who baa tabled an amendment 
on a complete withdrawal of 
money from the production of 
the Pershlngs, has stressed that 
this type of missile is designed 
for offensive use, and that the 
Soviet Union will have to lake 
actions In response to their de- 
ployment. 

Dellums pointed out that the 
siting of the ParshlngB in 
Western Europe will lead to 
worsening In relations between 
the United States end its allies, 
as these countries have wide- 
ranging opposition to the Wash- 
ington's perilous plans. 

TENSE SITUATION 
IN CYPRUS 

New York. The United Na- 
tions Security Council has taken 
a decision to extend the man- 
date or the United Nations 
peace-keeping force in Cyprus 
by another six months. The 
tasks of these forces are to make 
every effort to prevent dashes 
and to restore maintenance of 
law and order on the island. 

The resolution taken by tbs 
Security Council points out that 
the need to extend the mandate 
of the UN peace-keeping fores 
In Cyprus haa been required by 
the continuing tense situation 
on the taland.

In the near future, he wr/fes, (he region ol Central 
Asia and Kazakhstan will be covered with a network 
ol observation and metering posts and stations, as well 
as observatories. The network will cover all the quake- 
prone areas. 

They will be more sophisticated stations by compari- 
son with Ihe ones that exlsl now. They will perform 
not onfy se/sm/c, but also geophysical and geochemical 
observations. Unlike (he existing stations, they will 
provide not periodic but continuous fn/ormatton.. The 
Dushanbe-Vakhsh testing ground Is- already operative— 
the Hist one In a series ol new laclllites. 

While short-warning forecasts remain a matter I6r 
Ihe future, the long-warning ones are a reality now. 
We can forecast, for example, that a strong earthquake 
will lake place In a particular area within fhe coming 
ten to fifteen years. The 197B Alai, Ihe 1979 north- 
eastern Tajikistan and the 1081 South Pamirs earth- 
quakes and a number ol others were forecast 
beforehand Such forecasts are ol greal practical signi- 
ficance. Knowing that an earthquake Is going to hap- 
pen In a particular district, builders can decide upon 
the type of buildings and the location ol enterprises. 
Without Ihe long-warning forecast we would not be 
able to determine exactly the dimensions ol the world's 
highest Nurck hydropower station and lo design the 
yet higher Rogun hydro. 

According to rough estimates the economic effect 
of ihe long-warning forceasf/ng equals more than 
300 million roubles per year. By the way, we have 
managed to forecast earthquakes merely 2 Or 3 days 
before they began.

The youth theatre In Dtishan- 
lie. capital ul Tajikistan (a So- 
viet Central Aslan republic), 
tins moved to a new building. 
Hie rompany puts on plays 
nlxiut young people for young 
people. Included In Its reper- 
toire are works by modern Tajik 
playwrights, as well as classical 
plays and plays written by dra- 
matists from other Soviet re- 
public. 

Tajikistan La a country of an- 
cient culture. Paul and Pehlevl 
arc the traditional languages of 
anefent Tajik literature. And It 
was in these languages that 
Riidnk], Firdausi. Omar Khay- 
yam and Nadir Khosrovt. the 
classical writers of iho Orient, 
wrote their Immortal master- 
pieces. However, It was only In 
1919, that the Brit modem-type 
theatre appeared In Tajikistan. 
Today this Soviet Central Aslan 
republic has 12 professional 
theatres (drama, opera and bal- 
lot) and dozens of amateur com- 
panies. The theatres of Tajikis- 
tan stage works by national 
playwrights, as wall as by Rus- 
sian and foreign dramatists. 


The Moldavian Opera and Ballet Theatre has 
begun its performoncea in Moscow with Bellini's 
opera, "Norma", on the Blago of the Bolshoi 
Theatre. 

There ore several reasons why we have chosen 
this opera to show in Moscow. A Is little known 
In litis country, and tho main part in It Is per- 
formed by the singer, Mariya Bleshu. Another 
factor Is that It enables the enllre Moldavian 
company to show what it can do, says Anton 
Konstantinov, the Moldavian Minister of Culture. 

Tho Moldavian company have also brought to 
Moscow a number of performances which in our 
view reflect their artistic quest. These Include 
five operas and four ballets, both by Russian 
and (orolgn classics as well as by Soviet aud 
Moldavian authors. The Moscow audience will 
sco a new version ol the heroic opera by 
the Moldavian composer David Gershleid "Ser- 
gei Lazo 1 ' dedicated to the memory of the glo- 
rious son of tho Moldavian people, a legendary 
horo of the Civil War and Revolution, 

The repertoire also includes Mlnkus' opera 
“La Dayadoro". "Antony and Cleopatra" by La- 
zarov, Vordi's 'la forza del dcsllno" and Pro- 
kofiev's “Betrothal In the Monastery". 

H Is nine years since the last visit by this 
young company to Moscow, in autumn 1982, 
they celebrated their 25th anniversary. Over 
these years, they have staged nearly one hund- 
red musical performances, and visited more then 
40 places In this country and abroad. A abort 
while ago, they staged Aram Khachatnryan'a bal- 
let "Sparlacus" In Vietnam on the stage of the 
Hanot Theatre. At the moment, they are planning 
to stage Adam's ballet, "Giselle". 

During their Moscow visit company is to give 
Its performances on the stage of the Bolshoi 
Theatre until June 30, and between July 3 and 
21 Its ballet group is to perform In the Kremlin
